A dream of fortune from the return 
of installment-plan investments in a 
corporation controlling thousands ot 
acres of sugar and coffee lands in Mex- 
ico was shattered for a number of in- 
vestors Tuesday, when a group of St. 
Loulsans filed suit against the Contt- 
nental Commercial Co., alleging that its 
purported $3,000,000. of assets had mys- 
teriously disappeared, and that the com- 
pany itself had been secretly disincor- 
porated in Maine, where it had been in- 
corporated with a capital stock of $2,- 
500,000. 

It is charged that the officers and. di- 
rectors of the Continental Commercial 
Co., without the knowledge or the con- 
sent of the stockholders, causéd all of 
its assets to be transferred to the Amer- 
ican Mexican Sugar Co., a corporation 
which they controlled. A receivership 
for both companies and for a group of 
subsidiary corporations, and an account- 
ing is asked. 


Defendants Well Known. 
Many well-known St. Louis business 


and professional men are named as de- 
fendants to the action. They are August 
J. Waldschmidt, Adolph P. Erker, opti- 
cal goods man; Charles H. McKee of the 
Globe Printing Co., Bert Fenn, lawyer;

ico, it is charged that the directors and 
officers then caused all of the property 
owned by the Continental Commercial 
Co. to be transferred to the American 
Mexican Sugar Co., leaving the instal- 
ment-plan investors without anything 
of value. 

A*pamphlet distributed to stockhold- 
ers in 1911 stated that the company hai 
assets of $3,076,067.13, it is alleged. This 
statement was made over the signa- 
ture of Bert Fenn, one of the defend- 
ants, as shown by the pamphlet at- 
tached to the petition.

WILLEMSTAD, Curacao, Aug, 
Open communication between Venezue- 
lan revolutionists in Curacao and Ven- 
ezuela has been prohibited by the Gov- 
ernment authorities of Curacao on the 
protest of the Venezuelan Consul here. 


The departure of the sloop Palima, 
which had been making voyages be- 
tween Curacao and La Vela de Coro, 
a port in the Venezuelan State of 
Falcon, was prevented by the authori- 
ties here Sunday night. The vessel had 
been conveying groups of politicians 
and provisions to the aid of Sipriano 
Castro. The Consul’s protest declared 
that the Palima was carrying false 
ship's papers. 

The vessel was, however, permitted to 
leave today. The Attorney-General ra- 
plied to the Venezuelan Consul that the 
Government was unable to prohibit the 
departure if her papers were in order, 
and that care would be taken that she 
carry only her crew and sufficient pro- 
visions and water for them. No pas- 
gengers, he said, had been found on 
board, and the laws of Curacao permit- 
ted the vessel to go to sea without de- 
claring her destination.

County, has recommended a decre2 for 
Mrs. Brokaw.

her. The referee finds that Mrs.

When Mrs. Brokaw brought her suit 
in May, 1912, she named three core- 
spondents. 

The third allegation and the one upon

@ decree, concerned Brokaw's conduct 
with a Mme. Susan Totti, with whom 
Brokaw was alleged to have made a 
trip to Burope in April, 1909. The testi- 
mony on this point was given not only 
by members of the crew of the steamer, 
but by passengers, who told of meeting 
Brokaw under the name of Mr. Por- 
ter,” when it is said he posed as a 
physician accompanying an ailing pa- 
tient abroad.

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Policeman Finds Her Wandering 
in South Side Section Four 
2 Hours After Midnight. 


HER SCREAMS NOT HEARD 


Met Other Policemen Soon After 
Attack, but Told None of 
Them About It. 


In Benton Park, Jefferson avenue and 
Arsenal street, in the midst of a popu- 
lous South Side neighborhood, and with 
cars frequently passing, four men at- 
tacked Mary Emmenegger, 18 years old, 
of 3830 Ohio avenue, between 11 p. m. 
Monday and midnight. A band concert 
in the park ended at 10:30. 

The girl's story, told to a policeman 


who found her wandering, half dazed, 
four hours later, has been verified, as to 
the treatment inflicted on her, by physi- 
cians and by the admissions of two of 
the men, now under arrest. They are 
‘Harry Long, a shipping clerk, 31 years 
old, of 3734 Iowa avenue, and Albert W. 

Katz, 23, a bartender, of 204 Itaska 
n treet. 


Her statement that she screamed for 
help continuously, until her voice was 
exhausted, is not so readily accepted by 
the police. They say they have found 
no one in the neighborhood who heard 
screams, though some families were sit- 
ting on their lawns. 

Met Other Policemen. 

-The police are also surprised that 
the girl did not tell her story to 
other policemen, whom she met within 
a short time after the men had re- 
leased her. She spoke to one of the 
policemen, but only to ask him when 
an owl car was due. 

Mary Emmenegger is the daughter 
of Joseph Emmenegger, a painting 
contractor. She began her story, to 
the police, by relating that she left 
home July 5, because of disagree- 
ments with her brothers, and went 
to live at 3018 Olive street. She had 
been employed part of the time, she 
said, in housework, 

Took Escort Away. 

Monday night, she said, she went to 
Benton Park to hear the band concert, 
and there met Harry Schoenberg, 2 
years old, a chauffeur, who lives at 3426 
Texas avenue. After the concert, and 
after the departure of the concert 
crowd, she sat beside him in a shaded 
corner of the park, near Arsenal street. 

About 11 o’clock, she said, four men 
suddenly appeared, and announced that 
they were detectives, and that they in- 
tended to arrest the girl and her com- 
panion. Schoenberg demanded that the 
spokesman of the party show his badge 
of office, and the man seized Schoenberg 
and led him away. Schoenberg did not 
return. 

As he left her, the girl said, one of 
the others seized her. For nearly an 
hour, she declared, the four held her 
prisoner. 

Took Her to Saloon. 


Then, she related, the men took her 
to a saloon on Jefferson avenue and 
brought out beer for her to drink. 
She refuseg it, but drank a bottle of 

soda. Then the four, still keeping up 
the pretense that they were detec- 
tives, told her they would have to 
see about taking her to the station. 

They led her to the old Cherokee 

brewery, she said, and kept her there 
a while, Then, she said, they released 
her and told her to go home. 
On Jefferson avenue, soon after- 
ward, she passed a police sergeant 
ad two patrolmen, and one ques- 
tioned her as to her reason for being 
out so late. She told him nothing of 
her story, but she told it to another 
patrolman, who found her still wan- 
dering in the same ee at 
4a. m. 

The girl took the policeman to the 
scene of the attack, and to the saloon. 
He learned later that Katz, the bartend- 
er, had been out, and that Long had 
been with him, and the two were arrest- 
ed. Their companions are being sought. 

they said the whole matter was a 


“skylark,” and that the girl did not 


scream. Schoenberg, when taken into 
custody, said he believed the men were 
detectives, and ran away because he 
‘feared arrest. 

Too Fond of “Movies,” Father Says. 

The girl’s father visited her at the 
: Wyoming Street Police Station and 
heard her story. He said he believed 
she was telling the truth, but remarked 
that if she had stayed at home such a 
thing could not have happened. 

“It was her craze for moving picture 
shows which caused her to leave home,” 
he said. 

The girl will be taken to the Circuit 
Attorney to tell her story.

SUN AND REJECTED 


SUITOR ARRESTED 


They Will Be Asked About 
Kirksville Double Murder—No 
Charge Against Them.

Mrs. Chevalier went home from this 
service with Mrs. D. B. Powell and told 
Mrs. Powell, according to the latter’s 
testimony, that she had been sleeping 
with her doors unlocked, but that she 
had a feeling that she should lock the 
house. 

Bloodhounds ordered from Springfield, 
III., arrived last night, but because of 
the crowd which have flocked around 
the Chevalier home since the murder, 
the man in charge of the dogs did not 
want to take the responsibility and the 
owner is due to arrive tonight.

STEWARDS ASSERT 


Little French Words Mean Only 


“In Style Of,“ Say Indignant 
Overseers of Hotel Larders. 


The assertions of the striking waiters 
in St. Louis that the euphonic-sounding 
entrees are but ‘“‘come-backs,”’ 
garnished with an appetizing dressing, 
elicited indignant denials on the part of 
members of the International Associa- 
tion of Stewards in convention at the 
Planters Hotel Tuesday. 

“Such a charge is ridiculous,“ said W. 
H. Morris of Chicago, a former president 
of the association. ‘‘ ‘A la’ merely means 
‘with’ or ‘part of’ or ‘according to a cer- 
tain style.“ It has no hidden meaning. 
The public should not be deluded by ir- 
responsible statements of this sort. 

„We stewards, who are in complete 
control of the dining room and kitchen, 
who purchase all supplies and superin- 
tend the preparation and serving of 
all foods, are the men best suited to 
give accurate information on this sub- 
ject. 

The only time a left-over portion 
of food, technically called a come 
back, is utilized, is when some walter 
caches it for his own use. This is 
universally done in kitchens. Such an 
entree might well read: ‘Stealing a la 
Walters.“ 

Tipping Necessary, They Think. 

That tipping is a necessary evil is 
another accepted truth among the 
stewards and they are unanimous in 
declaring the ordinance recently passed 
by the House of Delegates, providing 
that it will be illegal to give or receive 
a tip. would not prove practicable if 
it should become a law. 

The man with money will insist on 
better service than the poor man and 
pay for it. This is the cause of the 
tip. In clubs, tips can be abolished, 
but in public hotels and cafes it is im- 
possible to prevent it.“ This is the

Diggs is specifically accused of having 
transported Martha Warrington from 
Sacramento to Reno, Nev. 

Theodore Roche, President of the San 
Francisco Police Commission, appeared 
as special prosecutor for the Govern- 
ment, having been named by Attorney- 
‘General McReynolds after former United 
States District Attorney John L. McNab 
lad resigned, following his controversy 
with the Attorney-General over the lat- 
ter’s order to postpone action on the 
Digzs-Camineiti and Western Fuel Co. 
customs fraud cases. 

The two young women, both of esti- 
mable California families, are complete- 
ly in the hands of the Federal prose- 
cutors, who declare that Miss Warring- 
ton and Miss Norris will go on the 
stand as willing witnesses against the 
two young married mea. 

In June United States District Attor- 
may McNab of San Francisco caused a 
National sensation by forwarding his 
resignation to President Wilson with the 
declaration that United States Attorney-

trial of Diggs and Caminetti and that 
appearances indicated that if Washing- 
ton influence was to prevail, the post- 
ponement would be indefinite and the 
indicted men escape trial.

remain in office. The Attorney-General

The 
Right Rev. Thomas B. Byrne, Bishop of 
the Diocese of Nashville, has issned an 
order to the churches of Tennessee for- 
bidding members to dance the tango, 
turkey trot and other dances of this 
character.

“Should any priest attempt to absolve

It is a principle of Catholic morals, as 
related to the sacrament. of penance, 


laat no penitent, who is not sincerely 
‘leontrite, can be absolved. Sincere con- 


trition means the penitent is sorry for 


the past sins and resolved not to commit] 


them again. 

The application of these principles is 
obvious. If these dances are an occasion 
of sin to those who indulge in them, or 
if by indulging in them they become an 
occasion to others, and if in the tribunal 
of penance they refuse to cease indulg- 
ing in them, it follows that they are not 
sincerely sorry and hence cannot receive 
absolution. — 

Bishop Byrne ‘said these principles 
were understood by all well-instructed 
Catholics, and he requested the priests 
of his ‘churches to call attention to what 
he termed the vile dances.”

CHIEF SCENTS “FRAME-LUP” 


Payne Thinks Raids Made With- 
out His Knowledge Are Staged 
to Show Him Up.’ 


Harry B. Carson, president of the East 
St. Louis Board of Fire and Police 
Commissioners, in answer to criticisms 
by Councilman John D. Roche at à 
Council meeting Monday, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Tuesday that East St. 
Louis gambling must stop or officials 
responsible must get. out. 

J have been so quiet since being ap- 
pointed to the police board that I have 
been accused of being a ‘dead one,“ 
Carson said. ‘‘Now I am ready to prove 
that I am a ‘live one.’ I am callous to 
criticism now, and the city must eithez 
be cleaned up or they have got to force 
me to resign.’’ 

Denounces Carson’s Raid. 

Roche, in & 10-minute address to the 
Council, asserted that Carson 
guilty of “pernicious activity” in “go- 
ing over the heads’’ of the Police De- 
partment in raiding Saturday afternoon 
a handbook at Keefe’s saloon on Broad- 
way near the east approach to the 
Eads bridge. 

He objected, he said, to Carson 
“snooping around looking for trouble.“ 
He stated he considered the Carson 
raid as grossly disrespectful’ to the 
Police Department and to the residents 
of East St. Louis. 

That is a “firéworks display“ to 
show his friendship for Police Chief 
Payne, was Carson's answer to Roche’s 
Statements. 

“The raid was made to educate the 
police and show them what it is pos- 
sible for them to do,“ he said. Chief 
Payne may think that Keefe’s place 
is the only place of its kind running 
on the East Side, but I tell them there 
are dozens of such places being con- 
ducted right under the eyes of the 
police.“ 

“Not Radical Reformer.“ 

Carson said he is not a radical re- 
former and that he is not in favor of 
stopping sociable games of cards in 
homes and at social gatherings. He had 
been accused, he said, of being respon- 
sible for a raid Saturday night in the 
building formerly occupied by the Elks’ 
Club, in which several well-known resi 
dents of East St. Louis were arreste.! 
and were booked at the police station 
under fictitious names. He denied that 
he knew of the raid or prompted it. 

‘but that raises another point,” ne 
said. “I am after the gambling ele- 
ment which seeks to make a living from 
the proceeds of games of chance. I am 
not interested in stopping social games 
quietly conducted, and I am not in faver 
of the police raiding such small games 
to direct attention away from the real 
gambling resorts and thus convey the 
impression that the police are active.“ 

Carson stated that it was his duty as 
President of the Board to “snoop 
around” the police station and see at 
first hand what is going on. He said 
that politics does not enter into his 
activity, but that officers, no matter 
what be their politics, must either do 
their full duty or get out. 

Chief Payne said Tuesday that his 
hands have been tied’ ever since he 
has been in office, He looks on the Car- 
son raid as a political move, he said, 
tc “show him up’’ while he iz trying to 
obey instructions and “keep his hands 
oft of certain places. 

He said he had frequently told Mayor 
Chamberlin of the conditions in various 
districts. The Mayor thanked him for 
the information and told him to “keep 
off’ and he would soon have things 
Leaned up, he said. 


Thinks He Sees a Scheme, 
‘Soon there would be raids in these 


places at night under the direction 
of Night Chief Barlow,” he said. It 
looks to me like a persistent effort 
is being made to have Barlow credit- 
ed for the activity and boost him into 
the chief's chair, and throw me out 
of the window on a charge of ‘per- 
nicious inactivity.’ ” 

Mayor Chamberlain is a Republican. 
Payne is a Democrat. 

The entire question is likely to 
come up Wednesday night at the 
meeting of the Police Board, accord- 
ing to Carson, and a definite pro- 
gran: on the gambling situation may 
be outlined.

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NEW GRADE CROSSING DEAL. 

W. F. Woerner, just appointed St. Louis mem- 
ber of the State Public Service Commission, will 
take up at once questions relating to grade sep- 
aration in this city. The one point in which the 
public is especially interested at this time is em- 
bodied in his statement that the board will be 
“able to deal with the grade separation problem 
much more expeditiously than the Municipal As- 
sembly has done.” 

St. Louis does not care by whom the prelimi- 
nary steps to abolishing the crossing are taken, 
whether by State or city authorities. What it 
wants is separation begun without further exas- 
perating delay, prosecuted with vigor and com- 
pleted at the earliest possible moment consistent 
with a proper execution of the constructive work. 
While the Municipal Assembly has approached} 
this problem too leisurely and with a painful lack 
of seriousness, all the time spent has not been 
wasted time. Many points have been cleared up. 
Engineering plans have been made for abolishing 
the worst grade crossings. A tentative division 
of the expense has been ' ractically agreed on lo- 
cally, whose adoption by the State board, empow- 
ered summarily to apportion costs, will be satis- 
factory to St. Louis.

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OUTLAW EXPRESS TRUST CURBED. 

A public utility whose charges have heretofore 
had little regulation other than the rapacity of 
its owners and which has successfully defied offi- 
cial authority is brought within the law by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission’s order reducing 
the rates of the express companies by $26,000,000 
annually. 

In this act of the commission the principle of 
public regulation scores its most important 
achievement. No former exercise of any regulat- 
ing body has ever saved the people a sum of such 
magnitude in charges they had previously been 

ed to pay. Past efforts by state authority 
to the outlaw Express Trust have been most- 
ly ineffective because of the limited powers of 
state officials or appeals to the courts.

Benzine—A coloriess, inflammable and vo- 
atile liquid obtained fri3 petroleum by 
fractional distillation and consisting of vari- 
ous hydrocarbons.

He lives somewhere and anywhere east 


of the Mississippi River and comes out 


to Wyoming for a couple of month 
vacation in the summer time In the 
main, the “dudes” are sons of rich men, 
and during the winter, fall and spring 
are attending the college and unver- 
sity. In the summer they flock to 
Wyoming and pay good money for the 
privilege of living the life of the range, 
imitating, as fast as they are able, the 
cowboy and the ranger. The 
‘3 30 profitable that hundreds Bry ee 
men cater to the wealthy visitors to 
such an extent that the term “Dude 
Ranching” has been coined to describe 
it. 

Medicine Bow on the south, e 
in the center, Sheridan on the north and 


Cody on the northwest are the four 


points where most of the “dudes” leave 
the train and, as they think civilizga- 
tion. Already three carloads have ar 
rived at Lander, There is much fivalry 
among railroads in this business. One 
Pullman car came to Lander @irect 
from New York City with 28 young teil- 
lows, ail sons of wealthy fathers, They 
ranged in age from 15 to 18 years. Here 
they were assigned to the diferent 


“dude ranches” in the foothills of the 


Wind River Mountains, 

The ranchers who cater to the 
“dudes” go at the life in a business 
luke manner. No tricks are played on 
the young men. But they are given a 
touch of real ranch life during thelr 
two months’ stay. First, each man is 
alotted a horse. No real cowboy would 
be caught dead riding the animals given 
the “dudes,” but as their horsemanship 
improves better mounts are given them 
and before their vacation end, many of 
them become good riders. For the first 
few days the boys are permitted to ride 
cnly a few miles daily, but even this 
usually makes them sore in every muscle 
and bone. The sun quickly adds a coat 
of brown and tan to their faces and 
hands. During the first week the young 
men spend more time along the trout 
streams than lu the saddle. At the end 


of a week or ten days they have be- 


come sufficiently hardened to stand an 
all-day ride, and at the same time they 
graduate from the old “plug” to @ real 
broncho. _. 

At this stage of their education the 
young fellows are permitted to take 
part in the summer roundup.. Some 
have become fairly expert with the 
lariat—at least they can rope a “crit- 
ter’ if the animal will stand still. And 
their ponies, being real experts, will 
handle the animal after it has been 
roped. They are taught to hog-tie and 
to brand the yearling or the maverick 
as it lays on the ground. At the 
same time the dudes are permitted te 
ride the range with the cowboys and 
sleep on the ground, wrapped in their 
blanket, with their saddle for a pillow. 

After the roundup comes the real 
joy of the experience—a camping trip 
into the heart of the mountains. Those 
in the southern part of the State go 
to the Medicine Bow Mountains. The 
dudes who come to Lander are taken 
to the Wind River Range. Big 
Horn Mountains are the destination of 


those who chose Sheridan as their base. 


While on the camping expedition, the 
dudes are given an opportunity to see 
the real thing in the way of Indians, 
The Sheridan boys spend several days 
on the Crow Indian reservation, while 
those around Lander and Medicine Bow 
are taken to reservations of the Arapa- 
hoe and Cheyennes. This mountain 
camping trip usually lasts a month, and 
the general rule is that the party must 
maintain itself so far as food is con- 
cerned. The rifle and the fishixg line 
are depended upon for most of the 
grub.“

“dude ranches” in the foothille of the 
Wind River Mountains, 

The ranchers who cater to the 
“dudes” go at the life in a business- 
luke manner. No tricks are played on 
the young men. But they are given a 
touch of real ranch life during ther 
two months’ stay. First, each man is 
alotted a horse. No real cowboy would 
be caught dead riding the animals given 
the dudes, but as their horsemanship 


improves better mounts are given them 
and before their vacation end, many of 
them become good riders. For the first 
few days the boys are permitted to ride 
cnly a few miles daily, but even this 
usually makes them sore in every muscle 
and bone. The sun quickly adds a coat 
of brown and tan to their faces and 
hands. During the first week the young 
men spend more time along the trout 
streams than in the saddle. At the end 
of a week or ten days they have be- 
come sufficiently hardened to stand an 
all-day ride, and at the same time they 
graduate from the old “plug” to @ real 
broncho. 

At this stage of their education the 
young fellows are permitted to take 
part in the summer roundup. Some 
have become fairly 
lariat—at least they can rope a “crit- 
ter“ if the animal will stand still. And 
their ponies, being real experts, will 
handle the animal after it has been 
roped. They are taught to hog-tie and 
to brand the yearling or the maverick 


as it lays on the ground. At the. 


same time the dudes are permitted to 
ride the range with the cowboys and 
sleep on the ground, wrapped in their 
blanket, with their saddle for a pillow. 
After the roundup comes the real 
joy of the experience—a camping trip 
into the heart of the mountains. Those 
in the southern part of the State go 
to the Medicine Bow Mountains. The 
dudes who come to Lander are taken 
to the Wind River Range.
